With a 
record 
665 
delegates 
registered from all parts of the 
state, the Pennsylvania Congress 
of Parents and Teachers closed 
its annual sum m er training ses­ 
sion at Gettysburg College at noon 
today. It was the largest attended 
summer session in the history of 
the organization and opened here 
on Sunday. 


The five-day program reached 
its climax at a banquet session 
Wednesday evening when 550 PTA 
leaders were addressed by Dr. 
Eugene P. Bertin, assistant ex­ 
ecutive secretary of the Pennsyl­ 
vania State Education Association. 
As the banquet session closed, 
the PTA leaders unanimously re­ 
affirmed their stand in support of 
increased salaries for public school 
and state college teachers and for 
an “adequate, realistic state sub­ 
sidy program for public schools.” 
They also pledged their support 
of “a necessary broadbased tax 
to support such a program .” 
COMMEND PTA UNITS 


The views of the PTA assembly 
were expressed in a resolution 
presented by Gimore B. Seavers, 
sta?e PTA legislative chairm an. 
Speaking in the G ettysburg Col­ 
lege dining hall, Dr. Bertin com­ 
mended the local unit PTA leaders 
for their dedicated service to chil­ 
dren and youth in m atters con­ 
cerning their health, welfare and 
education. He told the delegates 
that the discharge of their objec­ 
tives in behalf of children and 
youth is the most im portant as­ 
signment 
facing 
the 
Common­ 
wealth and the United States. He 
added: “ No am ount of effort in 
behalf of our children and youth 
is too great for they are our most 
precious resource and they repre­ 
sent our only hope to keep our 
country free, strong and compet­ 
itive.”

Dean W. E. Tilberg. chairman 
of the covered bridge committee 
of the Adams County Historical 
Society, conferred with county offi­ 
cial* today about final details in­ 
volved in the county’s taking over 
two covered spans for perpetual 
upkeep o fthe picturesque relics, 
of the past. 
The bridges selected for preser­ 
vation are the long Peepytown 
Bridge over Conewago Creek be­

Twps.. west cf E ast Berlin, and 
the Sachs Bridge near the Get­ 
tysburg pumping station on Marsh 
Creek. 
Only four other state-owned cov­ 
ered bridges rem ain in the coun­ 
ty and two of them are soon to 
be replaced. 
BUILDING* NEW SPAN 
The state is building a new 
bridge beside the Peepytown span 
and 
is 
relocating 
the 
bridge 
there so that 
the 
old 
wooden 
bridge can rem ain intact. It is 
expected th at another bridge also 
will be erected on the Waterworks 
Rd. but that the present covered 
bridge will not be disturbed. 
The com m issioners have pledged 
$200 per year for the upkeep of 
the bridges 
yearly, 
if 
needed. 
The state has prom ised to put 
each in good condition before it 
is turned over to the county. Each 
of the 
townships 
involved 
has 
pledged $50 per year, if needed. 
for the upkeep of the one the 
bridges. The townships involved 
are Cum berland and Freedom at 
the Sachs Bridge and Reading and 
Hamilton at the Peepytown span.

as well as ground forces. 
Military doctrine calls for a 
fairly constant ratio of tactical 
air power and ground forces. 
During the past three years, 
the size 
of 
the 
Tactical 
Air 
Force has been reduced gradual­ 
ly, now standing at 32 wings. The 
first m ilitary 
budget submitted 
by the 
Eisenhower 
adm inistra­ 
tion for the new fiscal year pro­ 
posed again clipping the Tactical 
Air Force, to a 31-wing total for 
the year ending next June 30. 
This 
process 
may 
be 
halted 
now, in light of the new em phasis 
on conventional 
force 
strength. 
There are abuo 900 OOO men. This 
includes approxim ately 399.000 in 
the National Guard divisions, 300.- 
000 in the trained reserve of the 
Army and 208.000 in the ready 
reserve of the M arine Corps. 
Present ground troop strength

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HOPE TO SAVE 
SOME PART OF 
SCHOOL BILL

WASHINGTON <AP> - Presi­ 
dent Kennedy * $fi.l billion pack­ 


age of ald to U. S. schools and 
colleges was reduced to rubble 
today but a few hardy optimist* 
in the House were hopeful some 
pieces could be saved. 


The 
ambitious 
program 
was 
blown sky high Tuesday when the 


House Rules Committee voted 8 
to 7 to table all the education bills 
before it for the rest of the ses­ 
sion. 


Chief casualty in the eyes of 


House Democratic leaders was a 
bill carrying $2 5 billion in grant* 
to the states for public school 
construction and teachers’ sala­ 
ries. 


OTHER MEASURES 


The two other m easures were 
a $1.8 billion college aid bill and 
a $1.8 billion extension of the Na­ 
tional 
Defense 
Education 
Act. 
which included $350 million for 
loans to parochial schools. 
Only the public school bill is 
considered to have any salvage 
value. Part of it is alm ost cer­ 
tain to be saved. T hat’s a section 
extending a program 
that pro­ 
vides aid 
to 
more 
than 
3,000 
school districts crowded with chil­ 
dren of m ilitary and federal ci­ 
vilian personnel. 
The program, which began in 
1050. expired June 30. Its renewal 
was tied to the public school bill 
by Democratic strategists in hope 
of attracting the support of the 
319 congressmen whose districts 
get the aid.

Some Dem ocrats still hope the 
strategy will work. Among them 
is Rep. Adam C. Powell. D-N.Y., 
chairman of the House Education 
and Labor Committee, which han­ 
dles the school bills. 
Powell said he is considering 
bypassing the rules com m ittee by 
calling the bill directly to the 
floor under a procedure known as 
Calendar Wednesday which per­ 
mits a chairm an on a specific 
day to bring up 
any bill his 
committee has approved.

school bill, shared Powell’s view 
that Calendar W ednesday offered 
the best chance to save at least 
part of the bill.
